our trip up the coast, we found the trail of the 
original Velocity Dollars, At Bella Coola, where 
the firm of B. Brynildsen and Company does a 
large trade with settlers, fishermen, Indians and 
trappers, are stored boxes containing thousands 
of “velocity dollars” that Mr. Brynildsen put 
into circulation and then redeemed. They are 
aluminum tokens of 25c, 50¢ and $1 values, 
marked “Good for trade,” and bearing the name 
of the Brynildsen Company underneath 

At the time they were first issued in 1907, 
Bella Coola was talked of as the coast outlet of 
the National Transcontinental, instead of Prince 
Rupert. Mr. Brynildsen wanted to avoid the 
trouble of frequent transactions with the Van- 
banks For ten years the “velocity 
money” of the Brynildsen Company circulated 
in the Bella Coola country. It was regarded as 
good as gold, and its goodness never questioned. 

Trouble came in 1918 when the money got 
outside the district. An Indian in the North- 
West Territories presented a Brynildsen token 
to a Hudson's Bay store. The factor was too 
wise to refuse to take it. He honored the teken 
and kept the Indian's confidence, but told him 
it was not “King’s money,” and not to take any 
more. He sent it to headquarters. Headquar- 
ters took it up with the government, which or- 
dered the Brynildsen company to desist from 
issuing the tokens

The term acid- 
osis really means that the 
body is less alkaline than it 
should be, and in time, I be- 
lieve that we will learn to 
call this disorder by a differ- 
ent name, referring to it as “lessened alkalin- | 
ity.” 4 
Some patients fall into the error of believing 
that they can tell from the way a food tastes | 
whether it is acid forming or alkaline forming 
For that reason, they avoid all foods which have 
an acid taste, such as oranges or lemons. Let 
me caution you right now that there is no way 
you can tell from the taste of a food whether it 
is acid or not. For example, lemons have an 
acid taste in the mouth, and yet they are one 
of the finest alkaline forming foods. The lemon 
is in the alkaline class because after it is burned 
in the body, an alkaline ash remains.

IMPROVING HOT AIR HEAT 
By Roger B. Whitman 


In the usual hot air heating sys- 
tem, the jacket of the heater i 
connnected to a duct leading out- 
doors. Air from outdoors is drawr

ters in the different rooms. One 
reason these heating systems 
are not satisfactory is that, with 
| the rooms already filled with air 
newly heated air cannot enter, In 
order for new air to get in, the 
air already in a room must move 
out and escape to outdoors, Very 
often it cannot get out, It remain 
motionless, and then seems stale 
and stuffy 
Modern heating systems have a 
great improvement over this, In- 
stead of being supplied with cold 
air from outdoors, the air supply 
for the jacket taken from inside 
Somewhere downstairs there is 4 
large register in the floor, connect- 
|ed by a duct to the bottom of the 
| heater jacket. Then, when heated 
air enters a room, the air already 
the roon which by this time 
has cooled, settles to the floor and | 
finds its way to the downstairs reg- | 
ister and to the heater jacket. This

There a great many advan 
tages to the new system, In 1 
first place, with all of the air in 
cirgulatior the roon are more 
evenly heated, Air that is heated 
n the furnace jacket can enter a

Another advantage is in a saving 
in fuel, Less fuel is required to| 
heat up the partly cooled air of| 
house than itdoor air at zero, 
whatever the temperature may 
be

not the case. Air that seems 
uffy and used up is actually stag- 
r while air that in motion 
ves the effect of freshness. The 
ordinary opening of doors and win- 
dows will bring in plenty of out-| 
coor air, and beside that, there are | 
few houses so tightly built that 
air does not leak in 
The change from one system to| 


the other can easily be made. The 


first need is an opening into the!
